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INTRODUCTION 



Your scooter operates best on smooth, flat terrain. By kicking along, you can "boost" its power, adding your leg 
power to the scooter motor power. This is alsoa great way to add a little exercise to your travels. 

Please read this manual completely before riding for the first time. Pay attention to the safety precautions and the 
information on battery charging. Like all powered moving vehicles, your scooter requires care and maintenance 
to del i ver dependabl e use. 

Scooter riding can bea hazardous activity even under ideal circumstances. This manual contains many warnings and 
cautions. Because any fall can result in serious injury or death, we do not repeat the warning of possible serious 
injury or death with each warning. However, this risk should always be implied from all safety warnings and 
cautions contained in this manual and on the scooter itself. 

I mportant Message to Parents 

F or your chi I d's safety, i t i s your responsi bi I i ty to revi ew common safety procedures as wel I as the i nformati on contai ned 
in this manual with your child. Periodically review and reinforce the information in this manual with younger riders. 
Parents are requi red to i nspect and mai ntai n the chi I d's scooter to ensure thei r safety. 



SAFETY WARNINGS 



• Always wear a helmet and safety gear when riding this vehicle. 

• Check your local ordinances to determine where you can legally operate this product, and what restrictions 
there may be. 

• This scooter is recommended for ages 10 years and older. 

• Read this manual thoroughly and follow all thesafety and maintenance recommendations. 

• Before each use, inspect your scooter thoroughly for loose or missing parts. 

• Toavoid damage to the motor, manually kick off first to assist in starting. 

• Be aware of and avoid unintentional starts. 

• Do not leave the power switch on when not in use. 

• Do not use in rain or wet conditions. Doing so could damage the electronic components. 

• Do not pi ace the battery near fire or heat as this may cause the battery to explode. 

• Do not expose the charger to moisture or water.

SAFETY WARNINGS 



• To avoid damage to battery, do not use the charger if it has been struck, dropped or damaged in any way. 

• Keep hands, face, feet and hair away from all moving parts. 

• Do not touch the motor, wheels or drive belt whilethey are rotating. 

• Avoid gravel, sand, grass or rough surfaces. 

• Toavoid injury, use caution when operating the folding hinge. 

• Do not attempt to carry passengers or operate this scooter with more than one rider /operator. 

• Brakes are designed to control speed as well as stop the vehicle. Practice braking to slow down and smoothly 
stop under various conditions and situations. 

• Avoid touching the wire or heated parts while charging battery. 

• Do not operate this product while intoxicated. 

• Do not leave this vehicle with children unless an adult is present.

PARTS DESCRIPTION 




CONNECTING AND ACCESSING BATTERY 



This scooter is shipped with the battery disconnected to prevent accidental operation during shipping. The 
battery must be connected for first use. 

The battery should always be disconnected if the scooter is going to be stored for several months or more, or if 
young children might have access to the scooter. 



The battery compartment is located underneath the scooter deck. 
Turn the main power switch off and turn the scooter upside down 
to access the rechargeable battery. 



TO CONNECT: 

Plug the POWER CABLE into the BATTERY J ACK located on 
the front si de of the B ATTE RY PACK . 

The battery pack can be removed from its compartment by 
removi ng the two bolts on the front and back end of the battery 
pack. (This is only necessary if the battery needs to be replaced.)

BATTERY AND CHARGING 



Battery is disconnected for shipping. Connect battery first! 
Charge when low battery indicator turns on (red LED next to MAIN POWER switch). 
Operating the motor on low battery can severely damage or reduce the battery life. 

The battery indicators next to the MAI N POWER switch will display the battery status whenever the accelerator 
is activated. RED indicates a low battery. GREEN indicates a battery with sufficient charge to operate. 

Always charge the scooter in a dry location. Never expose the charger to wet or damp conditions. 

Confirm that the MAI N POWER switch is in the OFF position. Failure to do so may result in personal injury 
or property damage. 

Plug the charger intothePOWER SOCKET first. Then plug the charger intoa wall outlet. 

Fully charging the battery takes from 2 to 3 hours. The LED on the adapter is red while charging and green when 
charging is complete (or when the charger is not plugged into the scooter). 

Frequent overcharging or overcharging for extended periods of time can damage the battery. Unplug the charger 
as soon as possi ble after the its green LE D i ndicates that the charging cycle is complete. 



BATTERY AND CHARGING (CONTINUED)

If you experience problems charging the battery, 
momentarily disconnect the charger from the scooter 
and check to see if the green LED on the charger 
is illuminated. If the light is not illuminated, or 
you have any questions about charging, pi ease call 
Sharper I mage Electric Customer Service at:

BATTERY CARE 



• Fully discharging the battery (until red LED indicator turns on) between charges will increase the 
life of the battery. Avoid charging battery until the battery indicator LED turns red, indicated that 
charging is required. 

• Store and charge the battery at a temperature between 50 F° (10 C°) and 100 F° (38 C°). 

• Handle the battery and charger with care. Be careful not to drop them. 

• Disconnect the battery if the scooter will be stored for several months or more. Charge periodically 
(every few months) to protect battery life while unit is in storage. 

• Do not pi ace the battery near fire or heat — it could explode. 

• To avoid injury and damage, use only batteries provided or recommended by The Sharper I mage. Other 
batteries may look and fit the same, but could leak during charging and when in use. 

• Always use the charger provided with your scooter. Other chargers could overcharge the battery and/or 
cause it to leak or explode. 

• Avoid overcharging the battery. Disconnect the scooter battery from the charger after the charging 
cycle is complete (indicated when the LED on charger goes from red to green). 



UNFOLDINGTHE SCOOTER 



FOLDING MECHANISM 

To unfold your scooter, unlock the folding mechanism by pulling the QUI CK 
RELEASE away from the unit. 

Lift the HANDLEBARS and STEERING TUBE until they are fully open. 
Close the QUICK RELEASE by pushing it back to its original locked position. 
I nspect and test the mechanism to confirm that it cannot col I apse during use. 
HANDLE BAR ADJ USTMENT 

Open the QUICK RELEASE on the handlebar tube to adjust the handlebars 
to the height that gives the rider the best control. The handlebar tube is 
indexed with "pop-out" buttons. Confirm that a button has popped out of the 
center area of the handlebar tube AND on both handlebar grips. 

Tighten the QUICK RELEASE if necessary to assure that the handlebars 
won't move. Return the QUICK RELEASE tothelocked position. 

NOTE: The QUICK RELEASE is tightened by rotating the knob on the 
opposite side. These bolts should be tight enough to prevent movement, 
but not so tight as to make it difficult to operate the QUICK RELEASE.

POWER AND START 



Before you operate the scooter, it is important that you take the time to become familiar with the operations 
of the ACCELERATOR and the BRAKE . Practice riding without use of the motor until you can control and 
stop the scooter. 

Speed and battery life are affected by the weight of the rider, the terrain and the amount of "kicking" the rider 
contributes during the ride. This is especially important for large riders or in hilly terrain. 

Press the MAIN POWER SWITCH, located on the 
handlebar, to the ON position. 

Balance one foot on the deck and push off with the 
other foot to get scooter started. 

Once you are moving, use a finger to pull the 
ACCELERATOR upward and engage the motor. 

Release the ACCELERATOR to stop the motor. 

Slow the scooter by gently stepping down on the BRAKE. (Motor is disengaged when the brake is applied.) 
Avoi d sudden stops and possi bl e i nj ury by br i ngi ng the scooter to a si ow but steady stop whenever possi bl e. 




OPERATION 



The motor on the scooter will operate differently according to the weight of the rider. For larger riders it will be 
necessary to fully accelerate the scooter to speed before engaging the motor with the ACCELERATOR. 

For all riders, the speed at which the motor moves the scooter will depend on the speed you are traveling 
when you engage the ACCELERATOR. 

• Reduce speed by releasing the ACCELERATOR and braking when necessary. 

• I ncrease speed whileriding by "kicking" with onefoot as you balance on the scooter deck with 
the other. The ACCELERATOR has a variable speed control that increases power the more you 
pull up on it. 

• DO NOT engage the motor or operate the scooter at any speed that does not allow for complete 
control of the scooter during a normal ride or in an emergency situation. 

• Failure to operate this scooter in a safe manner or riding without the use of protective gear, 
including a safety helmet, could result in increased personal injury in the event of an accident. 

• This scooter is designed for a single rider only. Do not attempt to carry passengers or operate this 
scooter with more than one rider /operator. 



REPLACING OR REPAIRING WHEELS 



With continued use, the wheels on this product may occasionally need to be replaced. Worn wheels, or 
excessive damage to the wheels can create unsafe operating conditions. Replace damaged or worn wheels 
before continuing to operate or ride this scooter.

MAINTENANCE AND INSPECTION 



Before each ride, inspect the scooter and parts for wear and damage. Turn the scooter upside down and 
examine the wheels, drive belt and wiring. Check for cracking or shredding of the belt. It is possiblefor a worn 
belt to break during use which could cause the rider to be thrown from the scooter while riding. 

This scooter should not be operated if any part appears to be worn, cracked or otherwise weakened.
